SHAKER'S FASHION 






Shaker'’s Fashion Scene: 1987-1988 


Fashion: A way to express oneself, to 
portray one’s unique personality and at- 
titudes. At Shaker High School this year, 
clothing is a popular way of showing one’s 
character. Some major “looks” of this year 
include the off-beat or “punk” fashion, the 
classic “prep” style and the “trendy” dress. 

“Punk” fashion, which originated in Eng- 
land in the mid 1970's, has an artsy flavor; 
the students at Shaker who subscribe to 
punk cause heads to turn and mouths to 
gape. These fashions could be labeled uni- 
sex; both males and females usually wear 
black or other dark-colored garments. The 
females wear short and tight or long and 
flowing skirts and often sport a T-shirt, 
while adorning their feet with combat 
boots.

Both female and male complete the look 
with a unique hairdo. Hair can be jet black 
or flaxen blonde, but it is either long, 
straight and severe-looking, or gelled to 
great heights. Sometimes it is also high- 
lighted with bright colors. This alternative 
look is definitely the most flamboyant, cre- 
ative, and radical. 

For those who don't care for blue hair or 
combat boots, there is the conservative, 
classic look of the “prep” which many 
Shaker students choose. This look is pop- 
ular this year, and it is perhaps the most 
restrictive fashion.

AN ATTITUDE TOWARD AMERICA 


Yugoslavia. The word conjures 
up images of oppression, censor- 
ship, icy weather, and cold people. 
These, like so many other miscon- 
ceptions, are propagated by a lack 
of international communication. 
This year, Shaker High School was 
fortunate enough to be host to a 
Yugoslavian senior, Dragana 
Momirovich, who, in just a few mo- 
ments, melted the frozen image of 
her people. 

America is a society obsessed 
with time, rushing here or there, 
never able to relax. Yugoslavia is a 
nation where people come and go 
more leisurely, thereby eliminating 
some pressure from their lives. 1am 
an American; Dragana is a Yugo- 
slavian. While I dove into question- 
ing, she waited, took her time, and 
responded deliberately. As Dra- 
gana hesitantly elaborated on dif- 
ferent facets of each country, we, 
too, became aware of our individ- 
ual differences. As she repudiated 
many “half-truths” about her na- 
tion, our mutual suspicions also 
seemed to diminish. 

She spoke of the Yugoslavian 
pride — pride in country, pride in 
self. According to Dragana, their 
complete independence from both 
Russia and Communism is a large 
source of national pride. Despite 


many continued fallacies to the 
contrary, Yugoslavia is a socialist 
country, whose inhabitants enjoy 
complete freedom to travel, to crit- 
icize government, and to write free- 
ly in the press. Dragana feels that 
compared to the ignorance of 
Americans as to the Yugoslavian 
society, Yugoslavians have a more 
accurate picture of the American 
lifestyle. Western ideals, through 
books, television and newspapers, 
have infiltrated the Yugoslavian 
society to such an extent so as to 
accustom them to the culture of 
America. 

Not only culturally, but scholas- 
tically, there is variance between 
the United States and Yugoslavia. 
“Perhaps, Dragana stated, 
“Yugoslavian teenagers have 
more freedom than do their Amer- 
ican counterparts.” With an ab- 
sence of a “pass” system as well as 
the television cameras which we 
have at Shaker, a trust is given to 
the Yugoslavian teen. This includes 
smoking and drinking privileges. 
Yet, because of their legality, these 
privileges are far less abused in 
Yugoslavia than in the U.S. By 
keeping the American teenager 
more dependent upon administra- 
tion, Dragana feels that there is 
less comraderie between students

in the United States, for in Yugo- 
slavia students depend more upon 
one another for support. Another 
interesting observation came from 
Dragana’'s statement that at home, 
materialism seems to be more 
prevalent with students flaunting 
expensive clothing and flashy cars. 
Yet what Dragana misses most 
about her homeland is far from 
these status-related items. For Dra- 
gana, living in a foreign country for 
an extended period of time has 
been difficult; it is especially hard 
when contact with her parents and 
friends is limited. When asked what 
she has missed most, Dragana im- 
mediately responded, “My boy- 
friend.” Dragana’s personal side 
had emerged and in the transpar- 
ent emotions of this young woman, 
I saw nothing different in her 
hopes, fears, and aspirations than 
in an American youth's. No matter 
how different the way of life, the 
form of government or the location 
of the country, people are the same 
all over the world. As Dragana 
said, “You live a diffrent way, I live 
a different way ... but we are the 
same ...” Leaving her sentence 
open-ended, she then raised her 
green eyes to meet mine. Without 
speaking, we finally understood. 
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Where does the Shaker student go when the school bus arrives 
at 2:10 P.M.? He may go home, he may join an extracurricular 
activity, or he may participate in sports. A precious few high 
school students are moving into the business world. 

From newspaper carrier to bank teller, Shaker students par- 
ticipate in a variety of activities and positions. Very few industries 
and companies remain untouched by the intellect of Shaker stu- 
dents. These students take up a virtual melting pot of professions: 
bank tellers, clerks, baggers, breakfast managers, waitresses, 
babysitters, and even a few tutors. The cashier job seems to be a 
perennial favorite, being located in several establishments: Bur- 
ger King, Caldor, Century House, Endicott Johnson, The Gap, 
Grand Union, Hometown Hardware, Marshall's, the Photo Hut, 
Price Chopper, and Talbots. The list may continue, but there is not 
enough space to accommodate it. 

The reasons that students work (other than looking good on a 
college application or resume) vary almost as much as the types 
of jobs available. Although the initial motivating force is usually 
receiving a pay check, other benefits accrue. Friendships, ex- 
perience, responsibilities, knowledge, and a sense of accom- 
plishment also develop. In addition, some students enjoy being 
independent. Despite these plusses, working undoubtedly has its 
drawbacks. The long hours can cut into homework, a person's 
social life, and sleeping time. The job may become boring, and 
some people it annoys several people by juggling their schedules, 
working teaches them to organize their time and to govern their 
activities. Those who stay at their job do so mainly because they 
are having fun, however. Even though a much-coined phrase 
says, “All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy,” few Shaker 
students need to worry about being dull. 
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REMINISCENCES OF A SENIOR 


We were all once freshmen — not 
knowing where to go in this vast school, 
whom to go with, or how to get there. The 
never-ending halls lined with blue or or- 
ange lockers were a labyrinth, but even 
more confusing was our schedule with its 
cryptic Rotating Period.” 

Our ninth grade hall, LaFollette, if we 
could even remember its name, was either 
mispelled or mispronounced by us, for it 
seemed a small, insignificant part of this 
new, strange school.
